The advantages of co-operation in the 
sale of farm products are emphasized 
in the annual report of the office, of 
m arkets and rural organization of tho 
departm ent of agriculture, just pub 
Ashed. 
“The conclusion seems w arranted,” 
says the report, “that in communities 
where co-operation us practically ap­ 
plied to the farmers* business the re­ 
sults obtained are far more satisfac­ 
tory titan those secured by individual 
methods.” 
It is estim ated that farm ers’ co oper 
ative m arketing and purchasing organ­ 
ization* transacted in 1915 a total busi­ 
ness am ounting to more than $1,400,- 
000,000. 
Agricultural co-operation in 
the United States is therefore far more 
prevalent than is generally believed, 
but It is not yet on a sufficiently strong 
business basis. 
For this roasou the office of murkets 
has studied the various methods em­ 
ployed by these associations and has 
worked to devise means by which these 
methods can be perfected. The studies 
also have included the prevailing m eth­ 
ods of m arketing perishable products, 
cotton, grain, cotton seed, live stock and 
animal products. 


Seeking Direct Outlets. 
Studies have been also made of city 
m arkets in order to secure information 
which may open up outlets for farm 
products. In this connection the report 
calls attention lo the experimental 
work iii distributing timely m arket in 
formation concerning perishable prod 
nets. 
An effort has been made to keep pro 
(lurers informed of arrivals and cond) 
l>)hs in the large umrkels and on the 
other hand to keep dealers informed of 
shipmen us from the important produc­ 
tion sections. 
Strawberries, peaches*, 
tomatoes and cantaloupes were the 
.-pops covered in this wa\ during the

season. Oluttisi m arkets have 
beet: prevented to some extent, total 
shipments have been greater, and large 
bodies of growers have received am i 
rate Information concerning conditions 
iu < vfnj« line producing areas and dis 
lam. markets.

Grand Jury Makes Report. 


To the H onorable^. O. Mckinsey, 
District Judge of Wise County.—We, 
the grandjury, impaneled at the Nov. 
1915, term of the district court, beg 
leave to submit the following as our 
report for said term: ^ 
We have been in session eight days 
and have carefully inquired into the 
violations of law coming 
to our 
knowledge, 
and 
have 
diligently 
searched for any violations that may 
have occurred. 
We have found 13 
true bills of indictment, 8 of which 
are felonies and 5 misdemeanors. 
By a committee of our number we 
have examined the property of the 
county, viz, the county farm, the jai! 
and the courthouse 
We find the 
conditions at the jail are good, the 
prisoners being treated in a humane 
way and the surroundings sanitary 
and the premises vare being kept in a 
good state of repairs. 
We find that the commissioners’ 
court has been doing 
some much 
needed repairs to the courthouse and 
everything .seems to be in good con­ 
dition except that there is still a leak 
from a tank overhead which is dam­ 
aging the witness room to the grand 
jury, and recommend that same be 
repaired at the earliest convenient 
time. 
We find that the conditions at the 
farm are being improved: needed re­ 
pairs to the buildings were being 
done when we were there, and we find 
that the inmates are being treated in 
a humane and sanitary way and are 
supplied with abundance of fuel and 
such other necessities as are demand­ 
ed and that the inmates are carefully 
looked after; but we would recom­ 
mend that the commissioners’ court 
install a concrete water trough Rand 
supply the farm with a much larger 
overhead tank so that better lire pro­ 
tection may be had and a larger 
supply of water may be kept on hand 
for actual use when the wind-mill is 
not running. 
We find that the violations of the 
law are very few, and believe it large­ 
ly due to the vigilance and untiring 
work of County Attorney and Sheriff 
who have taken such strong measures 
to supress crime, and under whose 
administration the boot-legging in­ 
dustry has been dealt a staggering 
blow, and the burglar, bigamist, jpis- 
tol toter and fire bug have received 
their just deserts. 
We find that the 
minor crimes a: e being looked after 
in the various justice courts, thus 
saving the county the expense and 
trouble of investigation. 
We believe the county to be free 
from petty graft, and note with pleas­ 
ure the recovery by the county attor­ 
ney of sums that belonged to the 
county. We believe every officer of 
the county is doing his full duty. We 
desire to thank the court, the county 
attorney, the sheriff, the constables 
and all connected *pth the grand jury 
for their pleasant and efficient co­ 
operation in our work.
